“Credit is built on character 
reputation. 
Tile commercial crook is 
one who stabs in the dark, and

punishment is too severe for him.’’

mental pity for an offender against 
credit or character. 
The credit of an 
individual or a firm, like that of a 
community, is a sensitive and precious 
thing, and cannot be maintained if 
crimes against it are lightly regarded.

I he taxpayer must include in his 
income-tax return for the year 1924 
ll items of gross income specified 
»y law. 
In the case of a storekeep­ 
er, gross income usually consists of 
gross profits on sales, together with 
income from other sources. 
The 
return must show the gross sales, 
purchases, and cost of goods soli!. 
The professional man, lawyer, doc­ 
tor. dentist, must include a 1! fees 
and other compensation 
received 
from professional services. 
The 
farm er must report as gross in­ 
come the proceeds of sales or ex­ 
change of products raised on the 
farm or w hether purchased by him 
and resold. 
He m ust report also 
gross 
income 
from 
all 
other 
sources, such as rentals or profits 
from the sale of farm lands. 
Net income, upon which the tax 
is assessed, is gross income less 
certain deductions for business, ex­ 
penses, losses, bad debts, contribu­ 
tions, etc. 
To take full advantage 
of the deductions to which entitled 
taxpayers should read carefully the 
instructions *on the form under the 
heads of “Income from business or 
profession.”
